The New Election Law.

From Canada to Cornwall. 

Two thousand, fivo Iiuntlred and sixtj'- 
soven milos of the now cable that ia noon 
to connect Old Etif^laiul with tlio Uomini- 
on of Canada is now on board tlio Great 
Eastern, nt prosont ancliorod in tho obIu- 
ary of the Med way, where she will lie un- 
til about tho 20th May. This cable will 
start from Germoo, on tho north aido of 
Mount's Bay, C;orii\vall. The o.vblo will 
bo landed at i''rashwntor Cove, iii lialifai 
harbor, on a jiieco of land in tho ocoupa- 
tion of tho British War Oflioo. Tliero 
.^.vill then bo laid, a branch cable from 
'"IPreah water Cove to'ond around Montauk 
'''Point, Long Island, - landing on Hog Is- 
land, and from thoneo to Now York by a 
land line. The lino is to he [lut down 
by tho Hame conijmny now owiiiiip what 
is called tho French lino, and as they 
havo a working arrangement with tho 
other linos, the public are not likoly to 
derive any immediate advantage in the 
shape of oheapor rates. The Halifax and 
Hog Island section and tlio shore oiul.i 
trill bo conveyed ill three vessels — tho 
Hibernia, ot 2O0l) tons, the Eilinburgh, of 
3,000 tons, and tho La Piatu. of u'Dnut 
1800; and it is hoped that if nothing gees 
■wrong tho cable will be laid and in work- 
ing order to Canada by the 20th of June. 
The new cable differs somewhat from any 
of those hitherto laid, either across tho 
Atlantic or elaewhoro. There are aovon 
No. 18 gnage copper wires twisted in a 
spiral and weigliing 300 pounds [ler nau- 
tical mile, and these arc covered with 
four coats of gutta porcha with thin layora 
of Chattorton's compoand.thiaamouuting 
to 400 pounds per knot. The cable weighs 
about two hundred pounds per knot luoia 
than tho previous cablos, but it is even 
Btronger in proportion, and is ealeuhited 
to last at least twice as long under tho 
eaoio " conditions. Tliat portion of th« 
itihle now on board tho Great Eastern is 
coiled in tho Harao tank:i which have thrice 
done duty crossing tho Atlantic. Tho 
ship will be under tho command of Capt. 
Halpiu; Gai)t. Thompson (late of tho 
Egypt) will take his old place of chief 
<i>fiBcer. Mr. Welch, now acting chief, 
#ill be second otfioer. J. C. Laws will 
Jj9 the eleotriciau in charge on board. 
(Captain Halpiu will not only command 
and navigato the big ship, but will act as 
engineer on the cable departinont. Her 
crew will consist of 115 hands in tho sail- 
ing department and 500 hands all told, 
inolading electricians, engineers, cable 
hands and other attendants.
